a Surplus, With Enormous Non-productive. Capitalization— 
Most of Money Already Spent and Most of Work Done 


- On the caloulation that {t will cost 
tho clty less money to complete the 
white svay lighting system than to not 
do it, Superintendent Ormsby recom- 


mends that as a matter of civic econo- 
my the white way lighting should be 
gone on with without delay. 

Superintendent Ormsby's argument, 
and he has tho figures to back him up, 
{s that left in its present’ uncompleted 
state the whole cost of the white way 
lighting equipment and whatever work 
has already been done, ‘will fall updn 
his department, without anyone getting 
any manner of service for the money 
outlald. By completing the work, the 
cost will not be a burden on the elec- 
trio lght department, but will. be 
chargable to the property, as per the 
original arrangement, 

Superintendent Ormsby points out 
that all the materials have been bought, 
that the ground work in connection 


vanoed, and that the cost of complet- 
ing the system and relieving the elec- 
trio department of the cost of carrying 
a dead horse in the form of the un- 
completed service would not be large. 

Commissioner Harrison is understood 
to be favorable to the views expressed 
by Superintendent Ormsby, but. will 
make no stalement as to what course 
the commissioners «are likely to fol- 
low until -{t {s definitely known what 
the Klelnworts’ will do when the next

Youth Shoots 


Dead One 


Boy and Wounds Ancther 


He Declares That He Did Not Understand the Use of An Automatic 
Gun and That It Exploded With the Result That His Com- 
panions Became Victims, 


After an exolting chase through the 
streats of the city last night, Detec- 
tive Moore of the R.N.W MP, arrested 
Otto Rudolph, a German, 17 years of 
ago, and he Ip being held ona charge of 
murder, Tho youth confessed this 
morning to Superintendent Wroughton 
that he had shot tao of his companions 
both boys about his own age. 

‘he one youth, Carl Mall, aged 14, 
died almost instantly after receiving 
a bullot from a 82 automatic Browning 
gun and the other lad lles In a precari- 
ous condition from the effects ofa 
shot through the face.’ Rudolph offers 
as an explanation that he was fooling 
with the gun at Pierce, a station on the 
Grand ‘Trunk between here and Edson, 


and that belng unfamiliar with the 
mechanism he pulled the trigger and 
the charge entered Mall's head. 

Two men ofithe mounted police force 
have been despatched to Plerce with e 
view. of learning further details about 
the shooting. 

Rudolph is reported to belong to a 
good famlly In. the town of Furebach, 
Wurtenburg, Germany and had come 
to this country some.few months ago} 
with a gang of mon sent out here by an| 
employment agency. The boy presents 
a stolid indifference to anything per- 
taining to the matter. This may be 
accounted for by the fact that the ac- 
cused does not understand English and 
all the conversation has to be done by 
means of an interpreter,

An undertaking which will be watched with immense interest both in Canada and 
the United States for the next few years is the physical valuation of the railways of 
United States which it is now practically assured will be commenced at some time in the 
immediate future, under the auspices of the inter-state commerce commission, which is 
the nearest they haye to the south of the international border to our railway commission. 

The purpose of a physical valuation of the railways is, of course, to show - just 
what the railways are actually giving the public in the way of service for the money they 
charge: in other words, to demonstrate how much of the revenue of the railways of the 
country goes to pay dividends on actual investment, how much on water, and how much 
for operation. ee 

For obvious reasons, the railway magnates of United States have been fighting for 
years against every proposal to take a physical valuation of the railways of the country. 
Once it is known how much of the money represented in the aggregate stock market 
value of the securities issued against the railway systems of the country went into the

PURPOSE OF COMMERCE BODY. 


Harry A. Wheeler, the president of 
the recently organized Chamber. of 
Commerce of the United States of Am- 
erica, writes in the World's Work to 
describe the ambilious purpose of that 
body. He says: 

“Tt $s a matter of common knowl- 
edgo that chambers of commerce, 
boards of trade and business assocla- 
lions generally have multiplied with 
incredible rapidity during the last ten 
years, until today not only «very cily 
but practically every hamlet has one 
or more of these civic commercial or- 
ganizations. t 

“Tt should be apparent how the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States of America, made possible by 
the existence of this mullitude of 
commercial organizations, may in 
turn strengthen and perpetuate the 
source of its own life: By enoouraging 
thorough organization, supported by 
resources sufficient for the lask; by 
standardizing, In so far as possible, the 
plan of organization and method of 
operation; by. bringing into the ilfe 
of every organization that contact 
wilh national and international prob- 
lems which will thrill its menzbers 
through recognition of the part each 
community and cach Individual is 
playing in the world's work; by ar- 
liculating all of these independent lo- 
cal forces Inlo a composile force, 
capable of thinking in nationa!

After his famous four among the In- 
dian tribes, which [ts helloyed to have 
been the means of starting the Creek 
war, Tecumseh joined the British 
forces at Malden, Bometimes success- 
ful in gaining the aid of the red men 
and sometimes unsuccessful, the 
great Indlan leader succeeded jn win- 
ning the favor of the British to the 
point of receiving a commission of 
brigadier general. | 

All through the war of 1812 he waa 
the stalwart Indian warrior, using his 
wonderful powers to subject, coerce 
and persuade many tribes.
